Seven killed in 
crash near homes 


ATLANTA <UPl> —A twin-engine 
Lear jet plane ran into a flock of 
birds on takeoff from a suburban 
airport today and crashed into a 
ravine 
near 
a 
heavily-populated 
area of 
apartm ents and private 
homes. O fficials said seven persons 
were killed 
The seventh victim was found 
after a fire, touched off by burning 
fuel which spewed from the jet after 
it clipped the top of an apartment 
building, was put out. 
The plane, owned by Machinery 
Buyers Corp. of Atlanta, was bound 
for Miami to pick up a custom er, 
according to a spokesman for the 
firm. 
All of the victim s were from the 
Atlanta area but their identification 
was withheld pending notification of 
next of kin

Form al charges were filed this 
morning against W illiam Charles 
Laubly of 216 South J St. He is 
charged 
with

Pharm acy at 616 E. Ocean Ave., 
after shooting out the front door, 
and then of threatening an officer 
with a 
Winchester pump action 
shotgun. 
Police Lt. Howard Reshoft and 
Sheriff s Deputies P ete G raves and 
William Murray found Laubly half 
under and half behind a divan in the 
waiting room area of the pharmacy. 
He was unharmed. 
The arrest cam e at 10:36 p.m. in 
the glare of police floodlights and

Ten Lompoc police 
officers commanded by Police Chief 


Jam es D. Smith, and five or six

angry with Egypt’s failure to send 
Egyptian MIGs to help the Libyan 
airliner that he might pull out of his 
federation with Egypt and Syria 
Despite the crisis brought by the 
Libyan plane incident Israeli Prim e 
Minister Golda Meir left Tel Aviv 
today for talks with President Nixon 
and Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
said he believed Middle East peace 
efforts would not be affected by the 
incident since peace would prevent 
such tragedies.

Arabguerrila revenge 


strikes planned

As Libya buried the victims of the Sinai tragedy today, 
Arab guerrillas were reported preparing for more strikes 
against Israeli targets around the world. Israelis publicly 
and privately were stung by world wide criticism that came 
with the disclosure that its jets shot down a Libyan civilian 
airliner carrying more than 100 persons. 
Libya said 47 of the 106 persons killed in the shooting 
would receive heroes’ burials today with Col. Moammar 
Khadafy, 
the 
Libyan 
leader, 
attending 
services 
in 
Benghazi. 
In Cairo, the newspaper A1 Ahram said Palestinian 
guerrillas decided at a series of meetings in Damascus to 
step up its attacks on Israeli targets in revenge for the 
shooting. 
An Egyptian government spokesman dismissed an Israeli 
statement that it will pay compensation to families of the 
victims. 
“All that Israel says about forming an investigating com­ 
mittee or paying compensation to the families of the 
victims,’ a spokesman said, “ are nothing but abortive 
attempts to cover up a bloody crime which was condemned 
by the whole world.” 
In its report, A1 Ahram said the retaliation decision was 
taken at meetings under the chairmanship of Yasser 
Arafat, chief of the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO). 
The report followed an article Friday by the newspaper’s 
editor, Mohammed Hassanein Heikal, urging guerrilla 
attacks against Israeli establishments abroad. 
War Minister Gen. Ahmed Ismail of Egypt flew to 
Moscow today for talks with his Soviet counterpart, 
Marshal Andrei Grechko, the Middle East News Agency 
said. 


Lawmakers work 
on remap, no-fault 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Reapportionment, 
no-fault 
car insurance and plans to 
eat up a $852 million state 
surplus 
were 
in

forefront 
today 
as 
the 
legislature reconvened after 
a three-day weekend. 
Both houses will make 
another attempt this week 
at resolving the old question 
of reapportionment with a 
new tool provided by the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 
The 
court 
ruled 
that 
states 
may 
have 
more 
flexibility in drawing their 
reapportionment 
plans 
when interpreting the one - 
man, one-vote principle — 
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meaning 
that 
lawmakers 
may crack the logjam of 
discontent by drawing new 
district lines to please key 
legislators. 
California 
lawmakers 
have said they should pass a 
reapportionment 
measure 
by the end of February if 
they are to have any chance 
of it being accepted by the 
state Supreme Court, which 
has threatened to take over 
the job. 
The 
Assembly Revenue 
and 
Taxation Committee 
plans to review two major 
plans to use up the state’s 
surplus—one proposed by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and the 
other 
by 
a 
prominent 
Assemmly Democrat. 
Reagan's plan, carried by 
Assemblyman 
William 
Bagley, 
R-San 
Rafael, 
would delay a scheduled 
June 1 sales tax increase for 
seven months, slash state 
income taxes by 20 per cent 
temporarily and pay for new 
state beachlands. 
A bill by Assembly Demo­ 
cratic 
caucus 
chairman 
Kenneth 
Cory, 
D-Garden 
Grove, would just delay the 
one-cent sales tax hike for 
s e v e n 
m o n t h s . 
The 
remainder 
of 
the 
huge 
surplus presumably would 
be held in the treasury until 
spent

projects.

BELFAST (UPI) — A bomb blast fatally 
wounded a 9-year-old Londonderry boy 
Sunday as he played cowboys and Indians.

The death of the boy raised to 730 the 
number of persons killed in 3 Vz years of 
political and religious strife in Northern 
Ireland 
among 
Roman 
Catholic 
and 
Protestant 
extremists,

Republican Army and security forces. 
The latest victim was Gordon Gallagher, 
a Catholic boy playing his favorite role—an 


Apache warrior—with a brother in his 
backyard. At first, authorities said they 
thought he tripped a landmine intended for 
British troops, but later officials said he 
may have been playing too near someone 
preparing a bomb. 
“We found pieces of flesh laying in the 
yard that did not belong to the boy,” one 
officer said 
“We believe the explosion 
caught someone else, possibly an extremist 
making a bomb, but nobody is talking.”

addition to 29,500 cans called back a week 
ago. 
FDA officials said they had received no 
reports of botulism poisoning traced to the 
mushrooms. 
The new recall involves all No. 10 cans, a 
size “ not ordinarily sold for home use,” an 
FDA spokesman said 
The firm involved. United Canning Corp., 


of East Palestine, Ohio, voluntarily agreed 
to expand the recall to include all of the 
large-sized mushroom cans it had produced 
since Sept. 4, the FDA said. 
The original recall was announced Feb. 
17 and applied to cans distributed to 42 
firms in 29 cities. The extension involves 
an additional 24 firms in 14 more cities. 
Botulism poisoning attacks the nervous 
system and usually is fatal. The poison 
forms when canned food is undercooked 
after sealing, permitting botulin bacteria 
to multiply in the absence of air. Cooking 
the food after the can is opened does not 
destroy the poison. 


UROC against N. Vietnam payment 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Calling the Vietnam cease-fire 
agreement a “surrender” United Republicans of California 
(UROC) believes the United States should not pay $2.5 
billion “in reparations to North Vietnam disguised as 
reconstruction.” 
In a resolution adopted unanimously Sunday, the volun­ 
teer organization said the cease-1 ire was not “peace with 
honor,” as described by President Nixon, but “surrender of 
the luckless people of South Vietnam.”

County overtime 


payments revealeij 


County Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd revealed Friday 
that the county has now paid $122,414 in overtime pay this 
fiscal year to county employes, although only $80,000 was 
budgeted for overtime pay in the 1972-73 county budget. 
The county is having to siphon from its contingency funds 
to make up the deficit, said Floyd, who warned that 
shrinkage of the contingency funds can be serious during 
the latter months of the fiscal year when traditionally such 
funds are drawn on for actual emergencies. 
“ We have two more overtime pay periods, and if such 
pay is about $40,000 each time, it will be a matter of real 
concern.” said Floyd.

Lower courts 


must rule 


on abortion 


WASHINGTON (UPI I - 
The Supreme Court directed 
lower federal courts today 
to 
r u l e 
on 
the 
constitutionality 
of 
nine 
state anti-abortion laws in 
the light of the Court's 
controversial 
decision on 
the is.sue five weeks ago. 
The action came as the 
j u s t i c e s 
r e f u s e d 
to 
reconsider their Jan. 22 
ruling against Texas and 
Georgia laws. This was seen 
as 
invalidating 
abortion 
statutes in most states. 
Technically, 
the 
Court 
sent the nine cases back to 
the federal district court 
level for reconsideration, 
but the latter will have to 
apply the yardstick set forth 
in the Georgia and Texas 
opinions. This barred states 
from 
interfering 
with 
abortions during a woman’s 
first 
three 
months 
of 
pregnancy 
and 
sharply 
limited 
their 
powers 
to 
regulate them for the final 
six months. 
In other actions: 
—The Court let stand a 
lower federal court ruling 
which struck down broad 
segments 
of 
the 
Texas 
v a g r a n c y 
law 
as 
unconstitutional. 
—The justices refused to 
consider a claim by four 
suburban Detroit school dis­ 
tricts that they should be 
exempt from a broad busing 
program unless a finding is 
made against them that 
they are practicing school 
segregation. 


The Court thus cleared its 
docket of 
a 
backlog of 
abortion cases which had 
been held back pending its 
ruling last month in Texas 
and Georgia cases.

N. Vietnam quest expected to go on 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Presidential adviser Henry A. 
Kissinger believes North Vietnam will never abandon its 
aim of taking over South Vietnam but says that is “ not an 
American concern” so long as the takeover is peaceful and 
democratic. 


In an interview televised on NBC Sunday night, Kissinger 
said “ North Vietnam will never relinquish its desire to take 
over South Vietnam,” but added: 


“ We are not opposed to the unification of Vietnam in 
principle, if Vietnam is unified by peaceful means. If the 
performance of one part or the other is so clearly superior 
to that of the other that it tends to achieve moral 
superiority over the other, that is not an American concern, 


“ If the North Vietnamese are willing to compete 


peacefully, if they are willing to develop their country, if 
they are willing to rely on a political process, then we don't 
object to their objective.” 


The interview with NBC's Barbara Walters was recorded 
Friday in Washington. 
Kissinger flatly ruled out any further American military 
involvement despite continued fighting, and said he was not 
worried over repeated combat flare-ups. 


He added that a “general lesson we have learned" from 
the war is that “domestic security and guerrilla warfare 
ought to be the task of the government concerned.” 


“The guerrilla lives with his own population,” Kissinger 
said. “The foreigner can never compete with him on that 
level.” 
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Future policy on pay hikes expected 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Administration officials spell 
out today future administration policy on pay increases 
throughout the economy and outline steps intended to help 
control wages in the food industry. 
Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz and John T. Dunlop, 
director of the Cost of Living Council, scheduled a late 
morning news conference to give details of President 
Nixon’s plans. 


A council spokesman. Robert O’Bourke, denied Sunday 
widespread reports that the administration was preparing 
to scrap its 5.5 per cent annual guideline on pay raises in 
favor of a more flexible standard. 


But union sources in Miami Beach said Sunday Nixon's 
Phase III Labor-Management Advisory Committee has 
recommended abandonment of the 5.5 per cent limit. 


Dunlop and Shultz were expected to release the 10- 
member advisory committee’s report today when they 
outlined the administration plans. 


The committee was established under the Phase III 
program with the principal task of deciding whether the 5.5 
per cent guideline should be maintained. 


One of the labor members of the committee is AFL-CIO 
President George Meany. Last week Meany made it clear 
organized labor was not prepared to accept continuation of 
the 5.5 per cent guideline as long as food prices continue to 
climb at their current rate. Meany called for controls on 
food prices.

The pleasant thing about the proposal is 
that none of the school district’s obligation 
would be payable in actual money. $2,500 of 
it corresponds to the amount Copeland 
scrimped from the previous grant and 
roughly $1,000 is payable in such services 
as salary accounting and management 
administered to the Drop-In Center, Dawn 
House and Hotline programs by the school 
district. 
The one change in the set up that 
Thompson and the district would like to see 
is 
a 
shifting 
of 
management 
and 
responsibility for Dawn House and the 
Hotline from the school district to what 
they consider more appropriate agencies 
such as the Drug Abuse Coordinating 
Council. 
The CCCJ proposal is now in the hands of 
authorities in Sacramento. Though the 
agency’s local officers have blessed it, 
there is plenty of time for a reversal in the 
state capital. 
Even if Thompson's scenario is smiled 
upon in Sacramento, the resulting $21,856 
might not be enough to fund the center at 
its present level without cuts such as a 
reduction in Copeland's availability time 
on salary. 
“ It’s not enough money for rent and 
phones and Dawn House and salaries and 
everything," Thompson assessed. “ So I’m 
going to another agency (county > that 
might be able to help us out. They're 
hopefully going to get $10,000 for us. 
“ I’m hoping that with the money we get 
from the county, if we get the full amount, 
that we can get some additional time and 
additional help (for the Drop-In Center ). 
They 
(the 
available 
funds> 
could 
be 
reduced They could be cut in half. If that 
happens, we ll have some problems. ” 
The agency is a Santa Barbara Drug 
Intervention Project managed 
by the 
County Superintendent of Schools, Dr L. 


Ruiz. A clue to the reliability of the county 
money lies in the fact that the program is 
an extension of a federal drug education 
program and depends upon federal funds 
which are now tied up in Mr. Nixon’s 
change of direction maneuvers. 
No one in the county program is sure how 
much money is where and how long it will 
be there and a slashing of Lompoc s fund 
ing request shouldn’t come as a surprise.

Press credibility in danger? 


A TLANTIC CITY, N.J. (UPIi - Veteran 
newscaster Walter Cronkite says continued 
attacks on the media 
by the

administration have served to drag down 
the credibility of 
the press and put 
American liberties in danger, 
Speaking

Administrators here 
Sunday, 
the TV- 
new m an said It is not too hard to believe 
that, indeed, that may have been one of the 
aims of the clever managers of this anti­ 
press campaign. 
“ It 
is 
r e g r e t t a b l e 
t h a t 
t his 
administration, in attempting to raise its 
own credibility by dragging down that of 
the press, has so politicized the issue of the 
press 
p erform ance 
that 
rational 
discussion is difficult,’’ said Cronkite 
Citing the recent U S Supreme Court 
decision compelling newsmen to reveal 
confidential sources before grand juries in 
certain instances, Cronkite said the press 
is being attacked “ as rarely seen in our 
history ” 
“The threat to our liberties has not 


reached such a critical stage that we can 
even begin to compare the danger to that 
which overcame modern Germany or 
Italy, or today threatens Chile," he said. 
But there are warning signs and we 
should not be making the mistake that 
other people have made to their deep 
regret if we didn’t heed them .” 


(ronkite said the reaction of a frustrated 
nation in a time of disruption is to cut off 
the sources of a press which becomes too 
inquisitive or to classify a protesting 
citizen as a subversive and “put him in the 
unforgetting government com puters.” 


He said the nation has been inclined to 
search for easy solutions when confronted 
with riots, civil disobedience and a divisive 
war. The disturbing thing, he said, is that 
the American people have allowed attacks 
on the media “ with slightly a murmur.” 
( ronkite said defending freedom of 
speech and the press is difficult without 
appearing 
anti-Nixon.’ And to appear so 
is only to speed up the merrygo-round of 
mutual suspicion,’ he said

Mileti, Owens and Tallis had just heard the good news. Baseball is back 
Thanks to a three-year agreement reached by negotiators for the owners 
and players Sunday, the scheduled March 1 opening of spring training 
was assured. But that didn’t prevent the 24 clubs from welcoming their 
heroes en masse beginning today at sites throughout Florida and Arizona 
and one in California. 
“ Very informal,” was the description given by New York Yankee 
manager Ralph Houk for today’s scheduled workout at Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla. 
We’ll start around 11, but I won’t hold anybody to that time, 
Houk 
said shortly after learning of the agreement Sunday. “ Me? I'll be there 
early. About 9:30.1 can’t wait to get started.’’ 
Hpuk, along with 23 other major league managers and some 600 players, 
were given the go-ahead when agreement on a new three-year contract was 
announced following a 90-minute meeting in the midtown New York office 
of John Gehering, the chief negotiator for the owners. Details of the 
agreement were withheld pending ratification by the players and owners 
Marvin Miller, the executive director of the Players Association, said a 
meeting of his group’s executive board, made up of the player reps from the 
24 clubs, will be held Wednesday in Miami. The board is expected to urge 
ratification of the contract by the entire membership 
“The ratification by the players will begin as soon as possible in spring 
training and we will meet with two clubs at a time to speed it up," said the 
white-haired Miller, who along with aide Dick Moss and Minnesota Twins 
pitcher and player rep Jim Perry represented the players at the meeting in 
Gaherin’s office. 
The owners’ group included, besides Gaherin. National League president 
Chub Feeney, American League president Joe Cromn, attorneys Barry 
Rona, Lou Hoines and Jim Garner and Harry Allen, an actuary 
Sunday’s meeting ended 10 days of intensive talks that had been held in an 
attempt to break the stalemate, get the players into camp, and prevent any 
repetition of last year’s deadlock that saw a players’ strike at the beginning 
of the season lop 13 days off the 1972 campaign. 
Despite the reluctance of both sides to discuss the new contract, the two 
chief stumbling blocks almost from the start of negotiations were the 
players’ insistence on having outside arbitration in salary disputes and the 
owners’ refusal to budge on changes in the reserve clause When the owners 
saw that the players would not relent in their demands they announced 
spring training camps would not open until an agreement was reached

Bench erases doubts, 
says post-op arm O K

TAMPA, Fla. (UPI) - Johnny Bench 
settled privately. 


It was the only way he could. 
The fact all the other players had made 
peace with the owners was fine, but it 
didn't necessarily mean Johnny Bench was 
all set. Nor did it mean he could go play 
ball again. This was something he had to 
settle in his own mind, something he had to 
find out for himself. 


The scar on Bench's body where he was 
operated on last fall for a spot on his lung is 
still vivid. It runs straight up the middle of 
his chest and then diagonally over toward 
the right shoulder. 


This past winter, Bench swung a bat a 
few times in his own home, but he never 
tried throwing the ball. Down deep, that 
worried him most. 
How 
would 
it feel? Would he rip 
anything? Would there be any unforeseen 
complication? 


Nobody kept any records, but Johnny 
Bench, the Cincinnati Reds’ 25-year-old 
superstar and two-time MVP, could have 
teen the first major league ballplayer to 
jump into action Sunday right after the 
owners and players settled 
He got into his car outside the hotel he 
stays at here and zipped over to the 
complex where the Reds hold their spring 
workouts. 


Earlier in the day there had teen a 
padlock on the clubhouse door That was 
before the settlement was announced. Now 
the door was open. Bernie Stowe, the Reds’ 
hard-working equipment man, already was 
inside getting things in shape. 
Ross 
Grimsley, who pitched so well for the Reds 
the last half of last year also was inside 


Bench went to his locker and got a glove, 
and Grimsley came up with one too. 
Since most everything still was under 
lock and key, there were no baseballs 
around. 


" I got one in the back of my car,” 
remembered 
Grimsley. 
Then 
he 
remembered something else 
“ Jeez, I haven't signed yet," he said "I 
wonder if it’s okay just to throw the ball 
around>” 
Somebody told him it was okay. 
Bench and Grimsley, both in their street 
clothes, went outside. 


They stood only 30-40 feet apart and 
began lobbing the ball easily to one another 
then 
they 
moved 
farther 
apart 
and 
gradually threw harder. 
Felt good. 
Bench reported when both 
thought they had enough. "No pain, or 
anything like that." 
Bench s 
general 
satisfaction 
was 
apparent from the expression on his face. 
The young Cincy catcher has big, wide eyes 
and you could see the obvious delight in 
them now. 
I m glad it s all over,’’ he said, 
referring to the deadlock between the 
players and the owners. 
I wanna play ball. I've been anxious to 
go ever since the operation I checked with 
the doctor the day before yesterday and he 
said everything was fine." 
But Bench had to find out for himself. 
He had to know how it would be the first 
time he tried to throw a ball. If a catcher 
can t throw, then he d better start thinking 
about becoming a window cleaner or 
something. 


' You know, 
said Johnny Bench, an 
apple-cheeked bachelor who some people 
say will be the first $200,000 ballplayer and 
already is halfway there, "if you ask me 
what I want most out of life now I d say it’s 
to have kids and a home. I'd also like to be 
in another World Series. 


"M y biggest eye opener since coming to 
the big leagues?" Bench said, repeating a 
question put to him. “ I’d say it was how 
naive a boy from Oklahoma could be. I’d 
also say how much I ’ve learned about 
things in general 
You take Roberto 
Clemente. People say lie was at the end of 
his career. Bull. He was at the start of his 
life. He was only 38 ” 


Johnny Bench appreciates all the things 
he has, his own TV show, his large personal 
following and his opportunity to play 
baseball some more. 
He appreciates these things all the more 
since his operation and since something he 
has seen the past few days. 


"One of the things that stunned me most 
was watching the POWs come off the 
plane, 
he says. "Think of it, they didn't 
know how long it would take 'em to come 
back home— five, six, seven years, even 
more, those guys went through pure hell. 
And their wives, they waited. It was 
beautiful I watched those guys walk off the 
plane, and I said Johnny Bench, you're a 
lucky man. ”

wives,

t h e m 
there may be excep­ 
tions — those for 
whom 
im prison’ 
ment in an alien 
land was so trau­ 
matic as to leave a 
perm anent 
scar. 
But all the anti­ 
cipatory 
concern 
o v e r 
d o c t o r s , 
psychiatrists, etc, 
seems excessive, to 
say the least. 
The welcome is overwhelming. 
Much more than when the formal 
agreements were signed, this is the 
end of the war. It is the visible proof 
that for Americans, at least, the 
fighting has stopped. 
On every side plans are projected 
for free vacations for every vet and 
his family, for welcoming home­ 
town parades, 
for 
medals and 
speeches and news to the city. This 
is all well and good but what these 
men want is to return as quickly as 
possible to the normal life of the 
past. That this will take plenty of 
adjustment goes without saying, and 
this adjustment can come only 
betw een 
those 
immediately 
concerned in peace and quiet when 
the tumult and shouting of welcome 
have stopped.

Important above everything else 
are jobs. Many of the returning 
prisoners were so young at the time 
of their enlistment as to have no job 
experience. The first obligation of 
the federal government should be to 
insure that each and every one of the 
returnees has a job opportunity. 
The G.l. Bill of Rights to higher 
education should be enlarged and 
expanded. In the years immediately 
after World War II it was generous, 
providing 
college 
and 
technical 
training for hundreds of thousands 
of veterans not on the basis of need 
but as a reward for serving their 
country. For Vietnam veterans and 
not alone the returning prisoners 
this should be the order of the day, 
with the penny-pinching economies 
of recent years ended. 
One of the great tasks just ahead 
is the rehabilitation of both South 
and North Vietnam. The knowledge 
these men have gained might be 
enlisted in that endeavor. They 
could contribute, in some instances 
at least, a firsthand understanding 
of the Vietnamese people. 
T heir 
ja ilers 
were 
stern, 
unrelenting. They were deprived 
more often than not of the simplest 
amenities that ease prison life, such 
as letters from home. Yet, if the 
initial tests are proof, their health 
seems to have been unimpaired by a 
prison diet of rice and a little fish 
and fruit. That was, after all, the 
diet 
of 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
themselves. 
One immunity, above all, should 


be the undeniable rights of the men 
who lost so many months and years 
out of their lives. They should be 
free from exploitation by either the 
right or the left. For too long they 
were pawns in the protracted — 
what sometimes seems a needless 
and even willful protraction — 
search for peace. 
Both extremes would like to use 
the returnees for their own ends. 
Surely, says the left, you know your 
sacrifice was all for nothing and the 
only reason for the prolonging the 
war while you rotted in prison was 
to 
prop 
up the 
corrupt Thieu 
government in Saigon. Surely, says 
the right, the peaceniks here at 
home, the draft dodgers and the 
deserters 
worked 
against 
an 
“honorable peace” and helped to 
keep you in prison — no forgiveness 
for the traitors. 
T h i s 
is 
to 
d e m e a n 
th e 
steadfastness and fortitude of those 
who were carrying out the orders of 
their superiors. They will have 
opinions, perhaps strong opinions. 
But 
the 
political 
game of the 
prisoners so far as outsiders are 
concerned should be at an end. 
As the door of the big plane opens 
at Travis, a murmer of expectation 
runs through those waiting in the 
roped-off area. Faces light up and 
cheers resound as the men come 
down the ramp. This is what we 
have all longed for in a war that 
seemed never to end.

It was only after a 
tragic 
accident a 
few years back that 
pressure was put to 
bear

telephonic 
communication 
from the beach. 


The County had a telephone put in on 
a 
leased 
Air 
Force 
line. 
The 
telephone is in a ranger’s home. 
Visitors to the park wanting to use a 
telephone, must prove emergency 
before 
use 
is 
allowed. 
County 
officials want a pay telephone booth 
installed. 


General 
Telephone 
Company 
doesn’t want to put a pay telephone 
booth in the park. They are willing 
to put in another telephone to 


service the area, but want the 
County to pay the monthly charges. 
The County feels strongly that this is 


not the answer and that the pay 
telephone is. 


We were curious why General 
Telephone wouldn’t put the pay 
phone in and called them. They 
claim that it isn’t because they 
won’t, it is just that it is not 
feasible. 
Pay telephones, they claim, can 
be 
“ in order” one minute, and 
the next, “ out of order.” Bent slugs, 
bent coins and many other reasons 
can knock a pay telephone “out of 
order” frequently. They feel that it 
would require too much costs for a 
maintenance man to be running 
back and forth to and from Jalam a 
Beach to keep the pay telephone 
“ in order.” 
We 
asked, 
if 
they 
had 
pay 
telephones at other county beach 
areas. 
The 
respondent 
said 
he 
believed there was one at Refugio 
“ but that is service out of Goleta.” 
It appears that the public will 
have 
to ' wait 
until 
technology 
catches 
up 
with 
the 
General 
Telephone Company. Technology, 
we hope, that will produce a pay 
telephone that won’t be so delicate. 
Meanwhile, 100,000 Jalam a Park 


visitors will have to continue to 
plead their cases of emergency to 
use the existing telephone.

Still a need for Sängers 


It’s been 56 years since the police 
busted 
flaming-haired 
M argaret 
Sanger and her sister, Ethel, in their 
Brooklyn birth control clinic 10 days 
after its opening. 
But the mother of 
the 
birth 
control 
movement kept it 
up, even though in 
20’s they were axing 
her 
clinics 
right 
along 
with 
the 
speak 
easys 
and 
stills. 
The 
north 
countv 
Planned 
Parenthood 
Clinic 
at 900 West Foster 
Road, Santa Maria 
is a local dividend. 
And, with her help, the national 
birth rate has averaged a decline 
since the turn of the century, 
settling to 15.8 births per thousand 
in the first quarter of 1972, among 
the lowest national rates recorded, 
after nosing into a marked dive in 
the 50’s. 
But in case you were beginning to 
wonder how long it will oe belore 
freeway 
traffic in Los Angeles 
tapers down to a one lane trickle and 
all five checkstands are open with 
no one waiting, don’t worry. Over­ 
population is still a world-wide 
crisis and a national problem and in 
the U.S. a broad, verified and 
largely 
unmet 
public 
need 
for 
family planning services remains. 
First of all, the death rate is 
falling too — has been since the turn 
of the century. In 1900 the birth rate 
was 27 per thousand and the death 
rate 25. By contrast, in 1971 the birth 
rate had fallen to 18 per thousand 
but the death rate had swooped to 
nine, 
according 
to 
Planned 
Parenthood figures. 
So, even though the birth rate in 
1971 was much lower than in 1900, 
twice as many people arrived on 
earth in 1971 as died per thousand 
and this represented a vast increase 
in yearly population growth rate 
since 1900 when only two more 
people were being born per thousand 
as were dying. 
Secondly, even a steady birth rate 
represents 
an 
acceleration 
of 


population provided that the birth 
rate exceeds the death rate. The 
birth rate measures births per 
thousand. But every year there are 
more and more thousands. 
Third, the past trend of these 
m e a s u r e m e n t s 
ca n 
not 
be 
reasonably extended beyond certain 
limits. Tne birth rate is not, for 
example, going to fade to zero for 
obvious reasons, nor is the death 
rate. 
One factor on the horizon which is 
sure to boost the birth rate is that 
the girls of the World War II baby 
boom are mature women becoming 
mothers and, it’s predicted, setting 
up a secondary 
“ baby 
bulge.” 
Medical science continues to make 
breakthroughs in suppressing the 
death rate. 
Also as far as services like 
Planned Parenthood are concerned, 
there will even be a need for them 
after the birth and death rate traces 
intersect, if they ever do, at zero 
population growth. 
These 
organizations 
provide 


resources for intelligent planning, 
not quickie abortions. Tne Santa 
Barbara outlet counciled over 16,000 
in 1972 and the Santa Maria P.P. 
helped well over 3,000, including a 
reported large boost in customers 
from Lompoc. The services range 
from fertility to problem pregnancy 
counseling and referrals. P.P. is 
nonprofit and receives no kickbacks. 
The Santa Maria branch wijl soon 
offer w ^kly pregnancy testing and 
counseling at the Lompoc County 
Public Health Department in an 
increase of services. 
Evidence of the continued need 
for this can be read in social 
statistics that reflect the problems 
of a distending population. The 
illegitimacy ration of births in 
California, for example, rose from 
9.4 per cent in 1966 to 12.6 per cent 
last year. In 1970 the tax costs for 
illegitimate kids under seven was 
about $3 million in the state and this 
is pocket money compared to the 
burden extra, unwanted children 
inevitably put on the welfare tangle.
